Re memo of SA EUGENE G, DOUGIASS dated 4/6/68. 

The position of where Mrs. FOXALL was parked on 
4/4/68 (first legal parking place on West side of 
Main Street, North of Fred P. Gattas Distributors, 387 
Soth Main) was observed by SA JACK D, V7VHRENWAID on 4/9/68. 
From her location she could have seen signs indicating 
rooms available, on, over or near the door’s for 382%, 

386% and 390%, all South Main. The most logical of these 
would have been 382% South Main as this door was nearest 

*to where she was parked and the others are at such a 

distance that it would be difficult to read any sign 
indicating rooms for rent. 

In the next block there are two doors with 
signs indicating rooms at 420 j£outh Ma in a nd 422% South Maln< 
It is extremely doubtful that Mrs. POXALL could have seen 
these signs as they are over 150 yards 'from the place she 
was parked. 

Mrs. FOXALL could have been referring to any 
of the three addresses in the 300 block of South Main 
because the saddle shop she Indicated she was going to 
(Saddlery) is located at 396 South Main and she probably 
walked past each of the three rooming houses oiy'the 
side of the 300 block of South Main. 
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
